stration Abstracts with a useful reference tool with which to identify and locate 


the journal articles abstracted in Volumes III and IV (1968 and 1969) of EAA. 


Each volume is indexed in a separate part. 


The index contains terms taken from the Thesaurus of ERIC Descriptors, 
which lists all the terms that have been developed from the indexing of re- 
search reports, projects, and other documents processed by the Educational 
Resources Information Center. The terms identify major subjects found in the 


abstracts. 


Each volume of EAA contains abstracts that are numbered consecutively begin- 
ning with the first issue. The numbers listed below each term in this index 


correspond to the abstract numbers in EAA,

ERIC serves the 
educational community by disseminating educational research results and other 
resource information that can be used in developing more effective educational 


programs. 


The ERIC Clearinghouse on Educational Management (formerly the 
Clearinghouse on Educational Administration), one of twenty such units in the 
system, was established at the University of Oregon in 1966. The Clearing- 
house and its nineteen companion units process research reports and journal 


articles for announcement in ERIC's index and abstract bulletins. 


Research reports are announced in Research in Education (RIE), 
available in many libraries and by subscription for $21 a year from the United 
States Government Printing Office, Washington, D.C. 20402. Most of the 
documents listed in RIE can be purchased through the ERIC Document Repro- 


duction Service, operated by the National Cash Register Company. 


Journal articles are announced in Current Index to Journals in Edu- 
cation. CIJE is also available in many libraries and can be ordered for $34 a 
year from CCM Information Corporation, 909 Third Avenue, New York, New 


York 10022. Annual and semiannual cumulations can be ordered separately. 


Besides processing documents and journal articles, the Clearing- 
house has another major function--information analysis and synthesis. The 
Clearinghouse prepares bibliographies, literature reviews, state-of -the- 


knowledge papers, and other interpretive research studies on topics in its 


educational area.
